He, too, was a Bull 
Mooser. He came up with Roosevelt in connec- 
tion with conservation of national resources, 
which he administered, when that was a new 
thought to most Americans. He is a staunch 
American progressive of the practical type. No 
doubt he approached the coal miners with an 
influence which could not have been exerted 
by a reputed reactionary, or even by a middle- 
of-the-road man like the late President Hard- 
ing. He has always been politically ambitious,.

1-enefit probably \vill prove the purchase of a 
municipal dredpre. There is almost as much 
••vnrk for a city dredge in La Crosse as there is 
for a city wapon or road machinery. We lie at 
the junction of three rivers, two of them of 
rood size, and all of them ambitious in the mat- 
ter of moving sand and silt from some place to 
some place else. Usually they seem to prefer 
to drop their loads where they will be the most 
vexatious for man and his works. The channel 


• on the city side of Isle la Plume is one example, 
the filling up of Black river in front of Cope- 
land Park is another. And they are by no means 
all. No doubt with a little reflection one could 
list a score of places where the three rivers 
have gumined things up from the human stand- 
point. 
! 


In most of these cases dredging is the only 


ans-a-er. The rivers will continue to carry sand 
and silt, and to drcyp them where they will get 
into the city's way. There is perhaps five or 
ten years' steady work piled up for a dredge 
already, and when it is through with these im- 
mediate tasks there will be more. That all this 
dredging would be done as and when required 
without a city dredge is doubtful. Each job 
uould be a separate undertaking requiring bids 
and estimates and contracts, and in the natural 
course of events such matters would be post- 
poned and delayed. When the city h/is a dredge 
it will be easier to get started. And'no doubt it 
v.-ill be felt that it is better to keep the invest- 
n.ea-. at wurk than to let it lit; .idle, so that

Riviera" of Earlier 


Days Left Desolate by 


War and'Famine 


ALUSHTA, Crimea—(A,, P.)—The 


Crimea, the beloved resort of the old 
days and 
known as 
the "Russian 


Kiviera," once filled with beautiful 
palaces surrounded by flowers, vine- 
yards and magnificent fruit gardens, 
lies now flowerless. and ruined as a 
result of the civil war and last year's 
famine. 
Many of the owners of these villas, 


vineyards and fruit gardens belonged 
to the upper classes and lived in 
central Russia, coming here for their 
relaxation. 
Large numbers fled -the 


country years ago, while,.others. hav- 
ing thrown in their lot with General 
IVr/ingol, beraine the scapegoats of 
his acts after his defeat and paid 
the death penalty during the terror 
which followed the second occupa- 
tion of the Crimea by the Bolshe- 
viks. 
The Crimea nns not escaped the 
•fleets of nationalization, confisca- 
tion nnrl requisitions, and while nom- 
inally the 
immense vineyards and 


magnificent gardens have been de- 
clared nationalized, as a matter of 
fact thoy 
are- 
nobody's property 


Vineyards 
and gardens stood 
nn 


guarded for several years, with th> 
result that everything went to the 
dogs. 
The wine-stocks dried, and « 


majority of the best fruit trees died 
Thousands of acres of almond, aprl 
cot. peach and penr trees and vine- 
yards are today absolutely worthless 
and many a year will have to pass 
before they can be brought to lifi 
again.
